So far we have sent more than a hundred periodicals to the sick. 


‘With the money from the mission section we subscribe to missionary

We thought we would write this to you to show you that the Our 
Sunday Visitor has awakened us to do something for our holy religion, 
and’ we hope that Our Sunday Visitor wil! keep on growing in numbers 
and in doing good.
